San Juan, July 5.—The Porto Ricon 
assembly, in joint session, unanimous­ 
ly passed the tree trade resolution. 
The assembly hall was crowded with 
people, and cheers greeted the ar.-: 
nouncement that Governor Allen had 
signed the resolution. 
The free trade 
resolution 
begins 
with a preamble, in which reference 
is made to section 3 of the horaker 
law. 
The resolution then concludes: 
“The Porto Ricon assembly, in ex-: 
tra session, and acting pursuant t3 
the instructions 
of 
congress, does 
hereby notify 
the 
president of* the 
United States that by virtue of the 
Hollander act and other acts. it has 
enacted and put into operation a sys­ 
tem of local taxation to meet the ne 
cessities of insular government, and 
it hereby directs that a copy of tins 
joint resolution be presented to th e ; 
president of the United States, aud 
it requests that Governor Allen de-! 
liver the resolution in question 
to 
President McKinley, to the end that; 
the proclamation may be made by 
him, and if it shall seem wise 
and 
proper to the president of the United 
States, the assembly requests that his J 
proclamation be issued July 25, art 
that day is being established a legal 
Porto Ricon holiday to commemorate 
the anniversary of the coming of the 
American flag.” 
Governor Allen personally read a 
message 
before 
the 
assembly, in, 
which he exhaustively reviewed the 
financial situation of the island, and j 
showed Porto Rico possessed atma j 
dant revenues for its needs without 
drawing upon customs receipts. 
Mr. 
Hollander’s report on the island’s re 
sources from which revenue could be 
derived 
was 
considered sufficiently 
definite to warrant the joint resolu­ 
tion in favor of free trade. 
The resolution was introduced to 
the house by Senor 
Morales. 
Mr. 
Hollander, in a long speech, reviewed 
the workings of the new tax law and 
explained the new system of taxation. 
He said in part: 
“Present conditions make this joint 
resolution 
possible and the insular 
treasury can henceforth dispense with 
the revenues accruing 
from 
Porto 
Ricon customs.” 
Several 
other 
lengthy 
speeches 
were made. 


Clarence Hobart, the American lawn 
tenuis expert, who has been playing on 
the courts of England aud continental 
Europe for the past three years, has 
returned to this country aud recently 
made his first appearance in tourna 
meat play.

S W O R N IN AS H E A D O F PH ILIP ­ 


PIN ES G O V E R N M E N T . 


In His Address He Announced That 


Three Natives Would Be Added 


to Commission Sept. 1. 


Manila, July 5.—Civil government [ 
in the Philippines was auspicously in- J 
augurated. 
Commissioner 
Taft was | 
escorted by General MacArthur and 
General Chaffee from the palace to a 
great temporary 
tribune on the op . 
posite side 
of 
the plaza palacio.; 
Standing on a projecting center of 
the tribune, Mr. Taft took the oath of 
office as civil governor of the Philip­ 
pine islands, the oath being adminis 
tered by Chief Justice Arellano. Gov-, 
ernor Tafe was then introduced by 
General MacArthur, the guns of Fort 
Santiago being fired by way of a sa­ 
lute. 
A feature of the inaugural address 
of Governor Taft was the announce­ 
ment that on Sept. I, I Oui. the com­ 
mission would be increased by tho 
appointment of three native members, 
Dr. Warde Detavera, Benito Legarda 
aud Jose Luzuriaga. 
Before the lit 
of September departments will be in­ 
stituted as follows, the heads being 
members of the United States Philip­ 
pines commission: 
Interior—Worcester. 
Commerce and police—Wright. 
Justice end finance—Ide. 
Public instruction—Moses. 
He said that there was a reason­ 
able hope that congress would pr'e 
vide a tariff, suitable to assist in the j 
development of the Philippines, and 
not a mere application of the United 
States tariff. 
According to Governor Taft, there 
is an unexpended balance in the in­ 
sular treasury of $3,7^0.000, and an 
annual income of $10,000.0**0. 
The transfer of the military author­ 
ity to General Chaffee was carried out 
iii the presence of the generals, in 
General MacArthur’* office. 
All the high civil and army officers 
accompanied General MacArthur to 
the river front, where he formally em­ 
barked. 
The message of the president said. 
“Upon the assumption of your new 
duties as civil governor of the Philip­ 
pine islands. I have great pleasure in 
sending congratulations to you 
and 
your associate commissioners, and ray 
thanks for the good work already ac­ 
complished. 
I extend to you my full 
confidence and best wishes for still 
greater success in the larger responsi­ 
bilities now devolved upon you, and 
the assurance not only for myself, 
but for mi’ countrymen, of good will 
for the people of the islands and the 
hope that their participation in the 
government which it is our purpose 
to develop among them may lead to 
their highest advancement, happiness 
and prosperity.

The assembly hall was crowded with 
people, and cheers greeted the an­ 
nouncement that Governor Allen had 
signed the resolution. 
The free trade 
resolute >a 
begins 
with a preamble, in which reference 
is made to section 3 of the Forager 
law. 
The resolution then concludes: 
“The Porto Ricon assembly, in ex­ 
tra session, and acting pursuant tj 
the instructions 
of 
congress, does 
hereby notify 
the 
president of* the 
United States that by virtue of tho 
Hollander act and other acts, it has 
enacted and put into operation a sys­ 
tem of local taxation to meet the ne ; 
cessities of insular government, and 
it hereby directs that a copy of 
joint resolution be presented to 
president of the United States. 
it requests that Governor Allen 
liver the resolution in question 
President McKinley, to the end 
the proclamation may be made by 
him. and if it shall seem wise 
and 
proper to the president of the United 
States, the assembly requests that his 
proclamation be issued July 23. as 
that day is being established a legal 
Porto Rlcon holiday to commemorate 
the anniversary of the coming of the 
American flag.” 
Governor Allen personally read a 
message 
before 
the 
assembly, in 
which he exhaustively reviewed the 
financial situation of the island, and 
showed Porto Rico possessed abun 
dant revenues for its needs without 
drawing upon customs receipts. 
Mr. 
Hollander’s report on the Island’s re­ 
sources from which revenue could be 
derived 
was 
considered suldciently 
definite to warrant the joint resolu­ 
tion in favor of free trade. 
The resolution was introduced to 
the house by Senor 
Morales. 
Mr. 
Hollander, in a long speech, reviewed 
the workings of the new tax law’ and 
explained the new system of taxation. 
He said in part: 
“Present conditions make this jo in t1 
resolution 
possible and the insular 
treasury can henceforth dispense with 
the revenues accruing 
from 
Porto 
Ricon enate ms.” 
Several 
other 
lengthy 
speeches 
were made.

TAFT NOW GOVERNOR. 


SW ORN IN AS HEA D OF P H IL IP ­ 


PINES G O VER NM EN T. 


In His Address He Announced That 


Three Natives Would Be Added 


to Commission Sept. 1. 


Manila, July 5.—Civil government f 
in the Philippines was auspiciously In­ 
augurated. 
Commissioner 
Taft was 
escorted by General MacArthur and 
General Chaffee from the palace to a 
great temporary 
tribune on the op 
posite side 
of 
the plaza palacio. 
Standing on a projecting center of 
the tribune, Mr. Taft took the oath of 
office as civil governor of the Philip­ 
pine islands, the oath being adminis 
tered by Chief Justice Arellano. Gov­ 
ernor Taft* was then introduced by 
General MacArthur, the guns of Fort 
Santiago being fired by way of a sa­ 
lute. 
A feature of the inaugural address 
of Governor Taft was the announce­ 
ment that on Sept. I. lim!, the cum- 
niibsicg would be increased by the 
appointment of three native members. I 
Dr. Warde Detavera, Benito Legard.i 
and Jus*- Luzu(lag*. 
Before tin- Ut 
of September department.- will be in­ 
stituted as follows, the heads being 
members of the United States Philip­ 
pines commission: 
Interior—Worcester. 
Commerce and police— Wright. 
Justice end finance— Ide, 
Public instruction—Moses. 
He said that there was a reason 
able hope that congress would pro­ 
vide a tariff, suitable to assist in the 
development of the Philippines, an i 
not a mere application of the United 
States tariff. 
According to Governor Taft, there 
is an unextended balance in the in­ 
sular treasury of $3,700,000, and an 
annual income of $10,000,000.
